This work differs in many respects firom any Atlas hitherto published It possesses the following 
new features, which will be found of considerable practical value: — 

E While the poUtical bouDdaries are distinctly marked, each country is coleured according to its river basins, or some 
other natural division. *'{See Descrijftive Index.) 

IL In addition to the meridian and parallel lines usually given, each map is divided into squares of so man it 
English miles. The practical value of this will at once be seen by reference to any of the maps in the Atlas : for example, 
the map of Europe is divided into squares of 500 miles, beginning at London ; and by this simple expedient, not only 
the distance €^ one place from another can be seen at a glance, but a definite idea of the size of each countnf readily 
obtdned. 

III. The direction of London from the principal place in each map is shown by a coloured line, and the distance 
stated in Eniglish miles : for example, in the map of India, a line with an arrow head points to London, and the distance 
from Oalantta is given, as 5000 miles. 

It is hoped that these various improvements will, in the hands of intelligent teachers, prove of somfe 
service in the study of Geography.
